President’s Report 


It is most gratifying to be able to report substantial growth 
of the Capital Funds of The Hamilton Foundation and 
thus, similar growth in the income which we have been 
able to distribute among some 100 charitable organizations 
in the Hamilton-Wentworth/Burlington community. 


We have seen tremendous growth in the Community 
Fund (formerly the General Fund) this year, from 
$1,983,700 to $3,246,600. The overall funds administered 
by the Foundation have grown from $4,732,500 to 
$6,328,700. This growth in permanent funds is primarily due to the generous 
testamentary contributions of five persons. We are also pleased to report an increase 
in the number of annual contributors. Grants distributed from the Community Fund 
during the year amounted to $143,283, compared to last year’s total of $109,970. The 
distributions from Designated Funds totalled $173,700. 


The increased enquiries for material and information about the Foundation’s work 
and grants are no doubt directly related to greater community awareness of the 
success of the Foundation in assisting so many worthwhile community organizations 
in the areas of social services, health, education, arts and culture, and recreation. It is 
hoped that such interest will result in continuing growth of testamentary gifts, as well 
as annual and special gifts. 


Success in distributing more grants has only been accomplished with the dedicated 
support and assistance of our staff and volunteers. On behalf of the Board, I thank 
them most sincerely for such service. 


It has been a privilege for me to work with a Board of Directors composed of persons 
dedicated to community service. I thank them for their support and diligence. Those 
continuing and new members joining the Board are well aware of the ongoing task of 
creating even more public awareness, which is fundamental to greater community 
participation in the growth of the capital and, therefore, the income distribution 


capabilities of The Hamilton Foundation.

Investing in our Community 


ESTATE GIFTS IN 1988-89 — $1,436,000 


The Hamilton Foundation has received bequests from many people through the 
years. Such gifts illustrate the belief of these individuals that the community which 
has helped them to prosper should benefit from some portion of their accumulated 
funds. The following bequests were received during the period April 1, 1988 to 
March 31, 1989: 


Mary Jessie Chagnon — $20,000 

Born in 1897 in Green Valley near Ottawa, Ont., Jessie MacDonald nursed First 
World War veterans at Toronto’s Christie Street Hospital where she met her 
husband-to-be, Elmer Stanley Chagnon, a lieutenant in the Canadian Infantry who 
had won the Military Cross for bravery in the battle at Amiens, France. The Hamilton 
Tigers’ championship quarterback was never to play football again as a result of a 
disabling hip wound. By 1933, he had qualified as a chartered accountant and joined 
forces with C. K. MacGillivray, a former Executive Director of The Hamilton 
Foundation, to form Chagnon & MacGillivray. After his death in 1953, Mrs. Chagnon 
remained in their Burlington Northland Ave. home for many years. In her Will, she 
left generous legacies to various health and social agencies, Roman Catholic charities 
and The Hamilton Foundation. 


Mildred Leanna Danby — $350,000 

Originally from a farm near Mt. Forest, Ont., Mildred Gilstorf was a physician’s 
housekeeper before her marriage to Walter Danby, a Hamilton homebuilding 
contractor. Together, they built a substantial trust fund for causes of deep personal 
concern, including severely burned children, church and missionary work, and health 
problems such as arthritis, cystic fibrosis and mental retardation. The Walter and 
Mildred Danby Fund will support several named organizations working in these 
areas. Following her husband’s death in 1978, Mrs. Danby stayed on in her Florence 
Street home, which Mr. Danby had built some 60 years earlier, until she passed away 
in 1988. 


Robert Pickard McBride, O.C. — $965,000 

Robert P. McBride was one of The Hamilton Foundation’s earliest Directors, being 
elected to the Board in 1958. At the time, he was the senior partner in McBride, 
Hickey, Green & McCallum. One of Hamilton’s most prominent lawyers, he practised 
law from 1911 until his death in 1965. After his widow, Kathleen Lenore Robinson 
McBride, died in 1986, The Hamilton Foundation became eligible to receive a share 
of his estate. Mr. McBride’s bequest to the Foundation was unrestricted and 
represents the largest single gift to the Foundation in its history. 


Dorothy Audrienne McNichol — $1,000 

Dorothy McNichol was born in Hamilton, the daughter of J. J. MacKay, a well-known 
surveyor who designed and planned many of the roadways in the area. Mrs. 
McNichol raised a family of five children, living for many years on Queen St. S. She 
was fond of animals, particularly cats, dogs and horses, and was a generous 
contributor to animal welfare organizations throughout her life. Her gift to the 
Foundation was unrestricted. 


Addition to Prior Bequest — $100,000 
During the year, additional funds were received from the Estate of Annie M. Biggar, 
bringing her total bequest to $440,250.

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Notes to Financial Statements 


March 31, 1989 


(1) Summary of significant accounting policies - 


The financial statements of the Foundation have been prepared in accordance with 
accounting principles that are considered appropriate for organizations of this type. 
Because certain donors have provided amounts for special purposes, the financial 
statements have been presented in a manner which segregates the Community Fund 
(unrestricted) from Designated Funds (for special purposes). In addition to these 
funds which belong to the Foundation, there are Managed Funds belonging to 
outside organizations. 


Community Fund income earned is distributed as determined by the Board of 
Directors. 


Designated Funds represent amounts donated to the Foundation for which the capital 
is generally intended to be preserved. Grants are made for designated purposes from 
the income earned. 


Managed Funds consist of capital amounts which have been advanced to the 
Foundation for investment purposes with such capital and related income earned to 
be distributed as directed by the owners. 


The more significant accounting policies followed by the Foundation have been 
summarized to facilitate a review of the financial statements: 


(a) Receipts consisting of earnings from investments and undirected 
donations are recorded as income in the accounts as they are received. 
Disbursements are recorded in the period to which they relate. 


(b) Donated amounts for which the capital is intended to be preserved are recorded 
as fund capital. In addition, realized capital gains are recorded as fund capital. 


(c) Investments consisting of term deposits, bonds, debentures and shares are 
recorded at cost. 


(d) Accrued interest receivable on interest-bearing securities has not been recorded 
in the accounts. At March 31, 1989, the accrued interest amounted to $110,277 
(1988 - $72,355). 


(e) Expenditures for fixed assets are recorded as disbursements in the period in 
which they occur. 


(2) Donations and other receipts - 


(a) In 1989, the Foundation paid $20,371 for rent of its premises and received an 
offsetting donation of $20,371. In addition, a life insurance policy has been 
received naming The Hamilton Foundation as the beneficiary with a $1,000 
premium paid by the donor. These transactions have not been included in the 
Statement of Income, Disbursements and Fund Balances. 


(b) The Foundation, in co-operation with The Spectator, has developed an ongoing 
designated fund to sponsor needy children for summer day camping. Donations 
received in 1989, $31,511 ($57,336 in 1988) are included in income and $41,800 
($35,200 in 1988) was distributed to area day camps on behalf of needy children.

Auditors’ Report 


TO THE DIRECTORS OF THE HAMILTON 
FOUNDATION: 


We have examined the Balance Sheet of The Hamilton Foundation as at March 31, 
1989 and the Statement of Income, Disbursements and Fund Balances for the year 
then ended. Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests and other procedures as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances, except as explained in the following 
paragraph. 


In common with many charitable organizations, the Foundation receives donations 
and bequests, the completeness of which is not susceptible of conclusive audit 
verification. Accordingly, we were unable to determine whether any adjustments for 
unrecorded donations and bequests might be necessary to the donations and 
bequests received during the year and the fund balances at the end of the year. 


In our opinion, except for the effect of any adjustments which might have been 
required had we been able to satisfy ourselves with respect to the donations and 
bequests referred to in the preceding paragraph, these financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the Foundation as at March 31, 1989 and the results of 
its operations for the year then ended in accordance with the accounting principles 
described in Note (1) to the financial statements applied on a basis consistent with 
that of the preceding year.

Grant Distribution Policies 
and Procedures 


The Hamilton Foundation seeks proposals for funding which promise to make a 
significant contribution to the welfare, broadly defined, of Hamilton-Wentworth and 
Burlington. The Foundation looks for organizations with a well-planned approach to 
a community problem, with a base of other support, with committed leadership and 
personnel with the training and skills necessary to carry out the work. Preference is 
given to projects that address the underlying causes of community problems and 
employ innovative approaches to meeting local needs. 


Projects requiring a moderate amount of grant money, and those which can exert a 
leverage or multiplier effect are of particular interest. In addition, proposals aimed at 
co-operation among agencies, co-ordination of services and volunteer participation 
are encouraged. 


In making grants, the Foundation is guided by the following general policies and 
considerations: 


1. Grants are made to organizations for projects in Hamilton-Wentworth and 
Burlington. Exceptions are made only when programs elsewhere have a special 
relevance for this community or when the terms of a fund require it. 


2. Grants are made to organizations with charitable registration (Department of 
National Revenue) or to those who are in the application process. Student 
bursaries are processed through the educational institutions. 


3. Although each proposal will be considered on its own merits, the following are 
normally precluded from the Foundation’s grant program: general operating 
expenses, deficit funding, building campaigns, travel, conference or publication 
expenses. 


4. The Foundation does not provide grants for the promotion of political, religious, 
moral or ethical philosophies or viewpoints; for annual campaigns; for sponsorship 
of teams or clubs; or to any one organization, year after year. 


5. The Foundation is interested in one-time project grants. Most often, grants are 
made for equipment, furnishings, minor renovations, start-up funding or special 
projects. 


Grants for community purposes are awarded twice yearly, with proposal deadlines of 
September 15 and March 15. A standard application form is not used; however, 
guidelines are available itemizing proposal requirements. Before submitting a request, 
applicants should telephone or send a letter of intent briefly describing the project to 
ensure its eligibility for funding. A visit by a Foundation representative may be 
expected if the project is under consideration. 
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How You Can Support

You can make a contribution to the Foundation in one or more of the following 
ways: 


A GIFT IN YOUR WILL 


An individual may wish to include a testamentary gift of a specific amount, a 
percentage of the estate or all of the remainder in an estate. The Foundation prefers 
to receive unrestricted gifts, although donors’ directions concerning the use of funds 
will be noted. Consultation with the Foundation is requested when planning a gift for 
a particular purpose, cause or area of interest. 


ANNUAL OR SPECIAL GIFTS 


Gifts in any amount are encouraged and receipts for income tax purposes are issued 
immediately. Donations are generally added to the Community Fund, the income 
from which is directed to priority needs in Hamilton-Wentworth and Burlington. 
However, donors may wish to add to an existing fund or establish a new fund. Please 


contact the Foundation office for information concerning the establishment of new 
funds. 


TRANSFER OF A PRIVATE FOUNDATION OR 
CHARITABLE TRUST 


Executors and administrators of private foundations and charitable trusts may find it 
practical and economical to transfer all or part of their assets to a named fund within 
The Hamilton Foundation. The intent of the fund may continue as before with the 
added advantages of a permanent organization for long-term administration and a 
staff for grantmaking purposes. 


NEW OR TRANSFERRED LIFE INSURANCE POLICIES 


An individual may make The Hamilton Foundation beneficiary and owner of a new 
or existing life insurance policy. This can be an inexpensive way to make a substantial 
gift to the Foundation. Premiums paid and cash surrender values of existing policies 
at the time of transfer are deductible from taxable income, subject to the provisions 
and limitations of the Income Tax Act. 


CELEBRATION OR MEMORIAL GIFTS 

Gifts may be made to honour a living person, organization or event, or in memory of 
a deceased relative or friend. An appropriate notice will be sent to the honouree or 
family and an official receipt for income tax purposes will be issued to the donor. 


ENDOWMENTS FOR OTHER ORGANIZATIONS 
The Foundation holds endowment funds on behalf of other organizations. Such funds 


provide a source of revenue for community organizations each year and protect the 
capital while offering opportunities for asset growth.
